This bargaining process 
is carried on betwee pr‘vate par- 
ties, but it vitally affects the 
public interest. It is of the ut- 
most importance to the whole na- 
tion that negotiitions between 
labo. and management be con- 
ducted in good faith, with sin- 
cer‘ty and patience, by parties 
who are able to targain freely 
and as equals. 

Praises Wagner Aet. 

“Before the passage of the Wag-

Senator Ives of New York flat- | 
ly disputed Taft’s arguments and 
with four other Republicans voted 
against the resolution to kill the 
plan. The other were Senators 
Aiken of Vermont; Langer, North 
Dakota; Lodge, Massachusetts, 
and Tobey, New Hampshire. 

Most of the opposition to the 
other Truman reorganization plan 
centered on a proposal to put 
the comptroller of the currency, 
now Preston Delano, who super- 
vises the national banks, directly 
under the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury.

The presidential reorganization 
plans become effective 60 days 
after they are sent to Congress, 
unless disapproved by either the 
Senate or House.

phones in 1947, had remained as 
office manager at $200 a month. 

Following a short conference in 
Judge Cook's Chambers, Taylor 
stated his motion in open court. 
The judge cut short an argument 
by Louis Wagner, attorney for 
Partnoy. 

“Your client has had his day in 
court,” the judge said, “and I 
can't see any other issues in this 
case to settle. The injunction is 
hereby dissolved and the suit in 
equity dismissed.” Wagner 
shrugged his shoulders and sat 
down. 

Phones Added. 

In the resulting conference be- 
tween Taylor and telephone com- 
pany representatives, the Attorney 
General revealed that seven addi- 
tional telephones had been added 
to the array in the Standard News 
office since the beginning of the 
suit.. He demanded that the tele- 
phone company remove them, too. 

Arthur S. Brewster, phone com- 
Pany attorney, smiled and said to 
reporters: “Seven extra phones 
got in there some way.” 

Another strange sidelight in the 
racing wire case was Southwest- 
ern Bell's tramsfer of telephones 
from Standard News’ former of- 
fice in the Columbia Bank Build- 
ing, to its present location. 

The Post-Dispatch learned that 
when Partnoy ordered the phones 
transferred, the company’s legal 
department ruled Southwestern 
Bell should comply under the 
temporary restraining order, 
which was directed against dis- 
connection of equipment in the 
Columbia Bank Building. 

How Setup Operated. 

Police said four of the tele- 
phones and the Western Union 
printer were in one room of the 
three-room suite. Employes of 
Standard News apparently re- 
ceived race results in this room 
and gave the trackside. reports 
over a public address system. 

This system was conne&ted by 
a cable to a loud-speaker in an 
office in another part of the build- 
ing. The speaker was built into 
a large soundproof box. ‘By 
placing telephone receivers on 
racks in the box, race results 
could be relayed to handbook out- 
lets withvut undue noise. Seven 
telephones were found beside 
the box. 

Occupants of the building said 
the room containing the loud- 
speaker and seven phones was 
usually not occupied but was en- 
tered by a man each morning and 
evening. Police surmised _ this 
man was an employe who placed 
the telephones in the rack each 
morning and disconnected them 
after the results were in. 

Grossed $40,000 a Year, 

Osadchey testified before the 
Senate subcommittee that his 
partners in the Standard News 
Service were Lacoco, Partnoy, 
Klein and Gargotta. He said 
Partnoy received’a salary of $200 
a week and 15 per cent of the 
net income. Osadchey said when 
he and his associates “took over” 
the business from Partnoy they 
paid him $7500. Gross income of 
the racing news service, Osadchey 
testified, was $40,000 a year and 
net income about $20,000. 

Harmony, which changed its 
name to Standard News Service 
in January 1949, serves hand- 
books in Kansas City and in 14 
other western and midwestern 
cities. Since 1946, the Kansas 


City outlet has been under full } 


control of the Chicago Capone 
syndicate, which has a national 
monopoly in distribution of racing 
information to handbooks. Pioneer 
News Service, St. Louis distribu- 
tor of racing news, also is under 
control of the Capone syndicate. 

Police Board Makes Changes. 

In a three-hour meeting yes- 
terday, the new Kansas City Po- 
lice Board made a number pf sig- 
nificant changes. The board re- 
instated Capt. William H. Toben- 
er, former inspector, who was 
placed on sick leave last July by 
the old Police Board controlled 
by J. L. (Tuck) Milligan and Sher- 
idan Farrell. 

Mrs. Tince Walker, wife of a 
notorious gambler, was fired as 
stenographer-secretary by the 
board. 

Standards Modified. 

Standards for recruit patrol- 
men, set up in 1946 and modified 
considerably by the Milligan- 
Farrell board, were restored. 
Chief of Police Henry W. John- 
son and Capt. Harold Anderson, 
personnel director, recommended 
restoring the old standards. 

Milligan and Farrell had 
brought back to the force many 
former officers, after modifying 
the standards. Under the restored 
rules, recruit policemen must be 
21 to 35 vears old; 140 to 200 
pounds and at least 5 feet 8 
inches tall. 

Three officers who had been 
promoted by the old Police Board 
were reduced in rank by the new 
board, on Chief Johnson's recom- 
mendation. They were: Cpl. Ches- 
ter Kennedy and Sgts. William E. 
Russell and James Stewart. All 
were reduced to class-A patrol- 
men. : 

Every member of the depart- 
ment, the Board decided, must 
take an oath again that he be- 
longs to no political club and is 
taking no part in politics. Fifty 
or more policemen had been mem- 
bers of the First District Demo- 
cratic Club, headed by Binaggio. 

President Albert F. Hillix read 
a letter from a citizen asking for 
restoration of a patrol wagon to 
the North Side. Binaggio had ob- 
jected to use of a patrol wagon 
on the North Side to transport 
arrested persons to police head- 
quarters. At his request to Mil- 
ligan, the patrol wagon was with- 
drawn. The Board voted to restore 
the North Side patrol wagon.

Charges that the Army Finance 
Center had made overpayments |

been made to discredit FBI and 
Army Intelligence investigations 
of employes there, made yester- 
day by a Congressional subcom- 
mittee, met with quick denials to- 
day. 

The International Business Ma- 
chine Corp. denied that any of 
its salesmen participated in any 
conspiracy to hamper the investi- 
gations. 

A subcommittee of the House 
Post Office-Civil Service Commis- 
sion Committee, in a report of 
its investigation of the center, rec- 
ommended that “representatives 
of the International Business Ma- 
chine Corp. who participated in a 
conspiracy to discredit the FBI 
and Counter Intelligence Corps 
investigations be barred from 
further official contact with all 
Government agencies,” 

In a statement, I.B.M. said that 
the three salesmen who repre- 
sented the company in connection 
with the center had been ques- | 
tioned by 1.B.M. attorneys. 

“Each of the three men has 
been’ interrogated by our execu- 
tives and attorneys and each has 
stated unequivocally that he has 
never been a party to any such 
conspiracy or thought in any way 
to discredit the FBI or CIC in- 
vestigation,” the statement read. 


“Our representatives will wel- 
come a thorough and public in- 
vestigation of their action as 
promptly as possible. Pending 
completion of such inquiry these 
employes have been assigned oth- 
er work.” 

The subcommitiee, headed by 
Representative Raymond , 
Karst of St. Louis, charged that 
Maj. John H. Mathias, a staff of- 
ficer ef the Army Chief of Fit- 
nance, had conspired with others 
to place fraudulent documents in 
loyalty files to discredit the in- 
vestigations in question. 

An Army spokesman said Maj. 
Mathias was now on temporary 
duty at the Pentagon and that his 
case was being investigated by 
the Inspector General's office. 

The Army said further that the 
total of unrecovered or unad- 
justed overpayments had been re- 
duced to $35,000,000, or one-fifth 
of 1 per cent of the 19 billion 
dollars handied by the Center in 
the last seven and one-half years. 

The subcommittee said it had 
uncovered no evidence of fraud 
in the handling of funds, The 
Army said its investigation failed 
to reveal “any deliberate fraud 
or any evidence that alleegd over- 
payments had been diverted to 
Communist activities.”

the report, Representative Carl 
Vinson of Georgia, chairman of 
the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee, announced his committee 
would enter the investigation 
which thus far has been con- 
ducted by Karst’s .subcommittee 
with the help of the Army, the 
Civil Service Commission and the 
General Accounting Office.

I need not labor the adverse 
effect on urban housing brought 
about by the ‘»ss of popula- 
tion to outlying areas. In this 
respect, the St. Louis situation 
is probably more serious than 
average. The city limits have 
not been extended since 1876. 
As a result, today approximate- 
ly 900,000 persons are com- 
pressed into the 61.3 square 
miles comprising the mother 
city, while the remaining 750,- 
000 population of the metro- 
politan area is dispersed over 
several hundred square miles 
in St. Louis County and in Illi- 
nois. 


“To greater or lesser extent, 
however, virtually every Amer- 
ican city is confronted with a 
similar dispersion of popula- 
tion. We are one economically 
and socially, but disunited gov- 
ernmentally. This hard fact has 
contributed to the obstinacy of 
the problem.’ 


Bad housing is an old story in 
St. Louis. Tens of thousands of 
words have been written and 
preached on the subject. Many 
movements have been initiated 
in a burst of civic enthusiasm. 
But, up to the present, dismay- 
ingly little has been accomp- 
lished. { am encouraged to think 
however, that these past attempts 
have not been altogether with- 
out value, for we have learned 
through them, the magnitude of 
our challenging task.

“In’ this connection, the star- 
tling facts adduced by these 
surveys form the most effective 
answer to critics of public as- 
sistance to housing, for they 
show, beyond shadow of a 
doubt, that slums are bad busi- 
ness for everyone even from 
the most narrow economic point 
of view. 

“Approximately 86,000 homes, 
comprising about 34 per cent of 
the city’s total housing supply, 
have been found to be sub- 
standard. About 280,000 per- 
sons live in these dwellings. 
Although they house about one- 
third of our families, they oc- 
cupy only one-fifth of our land. 


The areas of thc city where 
this substandard housing is con- 
centrated account for 45 per 
cent of all major crimes, 55 per 
cent of juvenile delinquency, 60 
per cent of the tuberculosis and 
50 per cent of other diseases. 
The slums produce on'y six per 
cent of our real property taxes, 
demand in return 45 per cent 
of the city’s expenditures for 
public services. As the St. Louis 
Housing Authority so aptly put 
it, tolerating such a situation is 
like spending $45 a year to 
maintain a wornout machine 
producing only $6 in revenue.

Provisions for Children. 


Throughout the planning, fam- 
ilies with children were upper- 
most in mind. There will be, for 
instance, a day nursery, commu- 
nity building for athletic events, 
handicraft classes and the like, 
and outdoor recreational facil- 
ities, including playgrounds, base- 
ball field and sitting areas. Each 
building will have the popular 
coin-operated laundry facilities as 
well as conventional laundry aids. 
All buildings are oriented to pro- 
vide sunlight in each apartment 
at some time every day.

RESIDENT TRUMAN has now 
inched along toward a new 
Chinese policy that will treat 
the Chinese people as our friends 
regardless of their government. 
At Laramie, Wyo., the President 
put his powerful imprimatur upon 
American efforts to feed the Chi- 
nese if th Chinese Reds will per- 
mit it.

Democracy in Korea 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


One of democracy's greatest postwar 
triumphs will he registered in South 
Korea on May 30 with the holding of 
the second election for National Assem- 
bly members since the Republic of 
Korea was decreed by the United Na- 
tions. It will be the first such election 
under the auspices of the Republic it- 
self. | 

Almost every card in the deck has 
, been stacked against the success of the 
democratic principle in south Korea. 
Democracy to the 22,000.000 Koreans 
who live under the republic was said 
to be just a word from a book. Schooled 
in submission to authority, they had to 
learn from the foundations thé con- 
cepts of equality, civil rights, the re- 

-sponsibilities and privileges of free 
citizenship, the representative function 
of elected and appointed officials, and 
the power of the ballot box. 

Nevertheless, the Korean people 
amazed the democratic wor!d—and con- 
founded the Communists-——by casting a 
record vote of 90 per cent of the entire 
electorate in. the U.N.-sponsored elec- 
tion of May 10, 1948. 

At present writing, a spirited elerc- 
tion campaign is being waged. Several 
members of the cabinet resigned in 
order to file as Assembly candidates. 
With full freedom for campaigning, 
many anti-Rhee candidates are vigor- 
ously attacking President Rhee'’s con- 
duct of the government. Other candi- 
dates are just as vigorously support- 
ing it. 

This election is of vital importance. 
The 200 Assemblyrmen to be elected 
will serve for the next four years. In 
1952 they will have the solemn duty of 
electing the second president for the 
republic. If, as now appears probable, 
President Rhee will refuse to serve for 
a@ second term, the members will have 
the arduous duty of finding another 
leader around whom all the diverse 
parties in Korea can. unite. 

Most important of all, under the very 
shadow of Russia—on the fringes of a 
fallen and captive China—far to the 
north of endangered Southeast Asia-—a 
dramatic proof will be offered that de- 
mocracy is as precious to Orientals, and 
as workable among them, as it is in the 
more politically matured democratic 
West.

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_ Brown vs. Black 


There has been a revolution in Haiti. Presi- 
dent Dumarsais Estime has been displaced. This 
is hardly sensational news since civil war seems 
to be expected in that lazy half-island with the 
certainty of snow in a northern winter. 

But the fact that revolt is habitual does not 
make it less of a nuisance to Haiti's neighbors, 
particularly the United States with its interest 
in Caribbean stability. A quick glimpse into the 
past may be of help in dealing with the present. 

As a Negro republic, Haiti is almost unique. 
The Spaniards introduce+ the Negro slaves 
whose descendants now make up its population. 
But Spain abandoned the island, and the Freuch 
came into control. Reverberations of the French 
Revolution led to the Negro ascendancy: first 
through the Black Napoleon, Toussaint L’Ouver- 
ture, who came to power as French governor, 
and after Jan. 1, 1804, the date of the Haitian 
declaration of independence, through Henri 
Christophe who built the citadel which still stirs 
the wonder of tourists. But black Haiti was in 
constant ferment until the United States felt 
compelled to intervene after the massacre of 
President Sam in 1915. 

There followed two decades of enforced peace 
and economic improvement. The American oc- 
cupation, however, did not eliminate the funda- 
mental causes of unrest: first, the wide gap be- 
tween the majority of the people and the small, 
educated minority which controls the country's 
business and political affairs; and, second, the 
rivalry between the Negro and mulatto elements 
in the power-wielding minority. As Edmund 
Wilson recently reported: 


A contest between black and white, or 
rather a swaving of the balance. has been 
going on in Haiti ever since the days of the 
revolution (against the French), when the 
corflict was much confused by the wavering 
allegiance of the mulattoes, who were now 
recognized and recruited, now repudiated 
and persecuted by their kinsmen, the white 
planters, so that they sometimes supported 
the status quo, sometimes took the side of 
the slaves, 


In this racial struggle between the all-black 
and part-black, President Estime, who was 
elected in August 1946, represented the return 
to power of the black element after a long pe- 
riod of mulatto government. Yet the issue is not 
only the simple one of the black or brown, of 
authentiques or non-authentiques. 

In the revolutionary attempt which Estime 
suppressed last November, one of the firebrands 
was Daniel Fignole, who organized Haiti's first 
labor movement in 1946 and who served for a 
while as Estime’s minister of education. He 
switched from the black to the mulatto camp. 
Another agitator was Col. Astrel Roland, who 
also deserted Estime and found refuge in Dic- 
tator Trujillo's Dominican Republic. From there, 
he continued radio attacks on Estime. 


Still another firebrand was Anthony Lespes, 
the Communist leader. Also up in arms was Paul 
Cassagnol, editor of Haiti's Catholic paper, con- 
cerned over the revival of voodoo priestcraft. 

These elements—plus Estime’s dissolution of 
the legislature and amendment of the constitu- 
tion to permit his re-election—are the back- 
ground against which the military junta moved 
to oust the*President. A touch of irony is added 
by the timing of the coup just when Haiti bids 
for tourists with an international exposition. 

Quite obviously, Haiti needs education, much 
education, if it is to be a functioning democracy. 
It needs education, not for a little spoils-dividing 
minority, but education for all its citizens. What's 
to be done in the meantime? 

There seems to be no immediate call for the 
marines, but the new regime will have to be 
watched closely. If it proves well-intentioned, 


Washington might consider another treaty of as- . 


sistance such as that of 1916. And we might 


send teachers, instead of marines.

Toscanini in St. Louis 

The concerts directed by Arturo Toscanini in 
the course of his transcontinental tour with the 
N.B.C. Orchestra have excited the kind of en- 
thusiasm that calls up a few—but only a few— 
historical comparisons. Paderewski, the golden- 
haired “lion of the keyboard,” met with some 
such response in his early tours and Sarah Bern- 
hardt, playing in tents, barns, assembly halls and 
other improvised theaters was an object of won- 
der and admiration to metropolis and hinterland 
alike. Then there was Lily Langtry, the “Jersey 
Lily.” who so enraptured the heart of Texas that 
the Texans named a town after her. 

In each case the public was captured by the 
combination of .a highly vital art and a person- 
ality of extraordinary depth and radiance. So it 
has been with Toscanini. The capacity houses 
that have greeted his performances in Eastern, 
Southern and Western cities have reacted as 
strongly to the man as to the music he made. 


But if Toscanini—who at 83 is at the summit 
of his powers—has been a revelation to the 
country so has the country been a revelation to 
him. He didn’t quite realize how vast it was and 
how rich in the wonders of nature and in the 
contrivances of man. For the first time in his 
professional career Toscanini has made a system- 
atic practice of playing an encore after each set 
program. And as an acknowledgement of his 
feeling for the people, it fs usually “The Stars 
and Stripes Forever.” 

Toscanini will conduct a concert in St. Louis 
at the Fox Theater on Monday night. At the 
present writing, St. Louis is the only tour city 
that hasn't oversubscribed its Toscanini concert. 
To be indifferent to the presence of a phenome- 
non is one way of being distinguished but it’s 
not the best way. The price of admission is 
high but the opportunity is unique. 
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Korean Balance Sheet 

The bright side of what has been accom- 
plished in Korea may sometimes be obscured 
by the problems of that divided and troubled 
country. In a letter to the editor today Robert 
T. Oliver, consultant to the Korean Pacific 
Press, points out some of the accomplishments 
that should give both Koreans and Americans 
hope. One of them is the coming election of 
May 30. Another is the turnout of 90 per cent 
of the voters which greeted the 1948 election— 
a showing which spoke well indeed for the 
electorate and speaks well now for the chances 
of a popular outpouring at the coming poll. 

It will be practical to remember that while 
there are the causes for elation which Mr. Oliver 
speaks of, the underlying problem of Korea 
still remains to be solved: It needs to be made 
self-supporting. 

Can the primarily agricultural South Korea, 
now a republic, attain economic independence? 
North Korea, the industrial part of the country, 
which is in the hands of a Communist Russian 
puppet government, is an asset rather than a 
drain to the Soviet Union. South Korea is a 
drain rather than an asset to the United States. 

As long as that continues to be the situation, 


Russia can feel that it will be able to wait 
out American aid to Korea—that some day it 
will end, and then the Communist troops in 
North Korea can step in and take over the 
whole country. The political democracy of which 
Mr. Oliver writes is of the first order of im- 
portance. But it cannot be maintained without 
its economic base—a country independent‘at the 
treasury as well as at the ballot box. To help 
South Korea attain that status is a pressing 
problem of United States policy.

Autopsy of the Chrysler Strike 

The railroad firemen’s strike, which now is 
beginning ta take its toll, sprang from causes 
very different from those of the Chrysler auto- 
mobile workers’ strike, so recently ended. Yet a 
backward look at the Chrysler dispute just now 
suggests much wealth can be consumed when 
collective bargaining breaks down. 

In the Chrysler controversy both sides agreed 
at once about what they wanted to do. But they 
fought for three months and wasted a billion and 
a half dollars arguing over how to do it. 

Twenty-six weeks before the strike was called, 
the company and the automobile workers agreed, 
at the outset of negotiations, July 6, that a 
pension system should be set up. 

As to how it was to be. carried out, there 
were a few main points of difference. 

First, was. the plan to be administered by 
the company and the union jointly, or by the 
company alone? The union insisted on joint 
management, the company on company manage- 
ment. Joint management was the right idea, 
and the company eventually conceded it, but it 
took 40 weeks for Chrysler to recognize this. 

Second, was the plan to be backed up by a 
trust fund or only by the company’s promise to 
pay? The union insisted on a trust fund, the 
company on the promise. The trust fund was 
the right idea, and the company eventually 
conceded it, but again it took 40 weeks for this 
fact to soak into the managerial head. 

Third, was the actuarial soundness of the 
pension fund to be assured by payments into it 
according to what an actuary figured should be 
paid, or by payments arbitrarily determined in 
advance? The union insisted on the arbitrary 
figure, the company on the actuarial figures, 
whatever they should prove to be. The actuarial 
figures were the right idea, but it took 39 
weeks for this fairly obvious idea to make itself 
plain to the union. The union eventually 
recognized its reasonableness by accepting it. 

In short, each side assumed some unreason- 
able positions to begin with: The company, that 
the union should have no part in the administra- 
tion of a matter which vitally affected it, and 
that it should have no definite assurance that 
the money would be there when it was called 
for. The union, that the company should pay 
a certain number of cents into the pension fund 
for every hour worked, regardless of what would 
be needed to maintain the fund. 

If each side had been willing to be reasonable 
on these three points, there might very well 
have been no strike at all. 

The union said the strike reopened the entire 
contract, so on top of the pension demand it 
piled more than 200 other demands. 

Why would it not have been immeasurably 
better if the details of the agreed-upon pension 
system had been settled 99 days, 200 demands 
and one and a half billion dollars earlier? 
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16 Days 

On the night of May 27-28, 1947, a safe in the 
Kansas City Election Commissioners’ office was 
blasted and vital evidence in the 1946 Demo- 
cratic primary vote frauds was stolen.

These five are Kansas City’s casualties in the 
underworld’s defiance of federal law enforce- 
ment. All five gave information to the Federal 
Government. All were murdered. 

Yet President Truman, the Justice Department 
and its FBI are unwilling to order a federal in- 
vestigation of the recent killings of Binaggio, 
the Democratic boss, or gangster Gargotta. Why? 

Government officials say they await “con- 
crete” evidence that the murders were directly 
connected with the victims’ testimony. 

If it is not the FBI’s job to look for evidence, 
who is supposed to do it? 

Binaggio and Gargotta were federal grand jury 
witnesses. Robinson testified in a federal nar- 
cotics case. So did Carramusa. Mary Bono 
offered the Government information about the 
ballot fraud case. All were soon dead. 

Do five bodies constitute a reasonable sus- 
picion that bullets await those who “inform” for 
the Government? 

There is a federal law against impeding wit- 
nesses and obstructing federal justice. Binaggio 
and Gargotta were about to be indicted for in- 
come tax evasion when the underworld ob- 
structed justice with pistol slugs. 

How “concrete” must evidence be? Does the 
Government expect the killers to confess and ex- 
plain their motives? 

In seven years, five federal informants have 
been left to vengeance. Their deaths have not 
been solved. Binaggio and Gargotta were the 
latest to die; they may not be the last. 

By failing to protect its witnesses, the Gov- 
ernment will weaken its position against hood- 
lum enemies. By offering supine excuses in- 
stead of investigation, the Truman Administra- 
tion will embolden an arrogant underworld.

lot through grandscale river valley devel- 
opments. 

In the light of the expanding demand 
for development projects, why has Con- 
gress not passed legislation authorizing 
them? 


Visible From the Moon 


The answer is that it has been unable 
to agree on the answers to two fundamen- 
tal questions: Can we afford, at a time of 
unparalleled commitments, with a deficit 
running at five billion dollars and more 
a year, to spend still more money for large- 
scale TVAs? Does government creation 
of additional power represent unfair com- 
petition with private enterprise? 

Much more has already been done than 
many of us realize. While the Congress 
has debated, engineers have gone ahead. 

On the Tennessee, the Missouri, the Co- 
lumbia, the Snake, the Colorado—on all 
those rivers, and others, there have risen 
monuments so huge as to be visible from 
the moon. 

Sums so tremendous as to dwarf our 
national income of a generation ago are 
being expended each year on dams, levees, 
power plants, irrigation ditches. 

The argument as to whether or not we 
should encourage more TVAs is to some 
extent academic because most of the pro- 
posed developments are, in one way or an- 
other, already in work. 

Proposed projects would not only stabil- 
ize and cleanse the Ohio but also provide 
a badiy needed fresh-water connection be- 
tween Lake Erie and the upper Ohio. 

In the Arkansas valley it has been pro- 
posed to retire 8,000,000 marginal. acres 
from cultivation, putting the displaced 
farmers into new industries powered by 
abundant hydroelectricity. 


One Valley After Another 


In the Lower Mississippi $500,000,000 
remains to be expended on projects to 
provide for flood abatement and malaria 
control, and to support a larger population. 

In the Savannah valley, an authority is 
proposed by the Senators from Georgia. 

An effort is now being made to. integrate 
the entire river-valley development of 
New England. 

The Colorado valley is being developed 
not through a single regional authority 
but through an interstate compact. 

The Central valley of California has 200,- 
000 acres of land returning to desert. The 
state water plan will restore this land and 
bring an additional 7,000,000 acres under 


’ cultivation through water from 38 dams. 


The Great Lakes-St. Lawrence Water- 
way is the only project that still remains 
entirely on paper. : 

The proposed Missouri Valley Authority 
differs from Pick-Sloan in being a unified 


project, which would be preceded by a 
careful study of the entire valley area. 
According to its backers it would raise the 
Pick-Sloan sights on power production 
from 1,000,000 to 3,000,000 kilowatts— 
more than the entire capacity of the 
U.S.S.R. as recently as 1930. 

Can we afford to go all-out for valley 
developments at the present time? And 
are the projects compatible with the 
American tradition of private enterprise? 

Answers to these questions can be 
found in the record of the one great val- 
ley development project that has had a 
chance to show its effectiveness—the TVA. 

If the income of the Tennessee valley 
had risen only in the same proportion as 
that of the rest of the country, its annual 
income—and the nation’s—would total $1,- 
204,000,000 less than it is today. 

This yearly difference is far more than 
the entire $762,000,000 cost of TVA. 


$1.200,000,000 for “Pork” 


Similarly rapid growth is likely in other 
valley authority areas. As the Twentieth 
Century Fund has remarked in analyzing 
the Arkansas valley proposal, “The limit 
to such expansion cannot be estimated. But 
it would certainly be many times the in- 
stial eutiey. . «-. ™ 

The conclusion seems inescapable that 
we not only can afford such projects but 
also that we cannot afford to forego them. 

Flood control, hydroelectric production, 
irrigation and reclamation have long con- 
stituted a pork barrel in which almost any 
Congressman could find a little money for 
his own constituency. 

The pork barrel in President Truman's 
latest budget amounts to $1,200,000,000, 
much of it for projects already under way. 

It is hardly to be expected that a vote- 
hungry Congress, however loud it cries for 
economy, will appreciably cut that figure. 


But there is no pork for a hungry Con- 
gressman ina TVA. Valley authorities in 
such areas as the Missouri and Columbia 
basins—set up either by Congress or by 
interstate agreement—are the only means 
on the horizon by which the overlapping 
and logrolling are likely to be eliminated. 

Valley authorities need not be a way to 
spend money. They can be, on the con- 
trary, a way to get far more value for the 
money we are spending now. 


Aid to Private Capital 


Many critics contend that the regional 
development projects contradict the spirit 
of private business. In the Tennessee val- 
ley the Government did not shut off a seg- 
ment of the country from private invest- 
ment; it opened a segment to private in- 
vestment. It performed in twentieth-cen- 
tury terms the same function that it had 
performed a hundred and more years ago, 
when, by turning over tens of millions of 
acres of public land to homesteaders and 
railroads, it made possible the settlement 
of a continent. | 

Today the Tennessee valley is dotted 
with profit-making business—private busi- 
nesses—w hich could not have existed there 
20 years ago. 

Conversely, the gigantic achievements 
of the Tennessee Valley Authority were 
possible only because private capital was 
available to turn the newly available pow- 
er into machines, to hire for industry the 
men and women who were co longer tied 
to their farms, to create the goods and 
services which make for a richer life. 

Now, as in the past, those who seek to 
oppose something with nothing are likely 
to find themselves wringing their hands 
in the ruck of history. For integrated 
river-development projects, properly ad- 
ministered, can enrich America. and 
strengthen American democracy.

THE SPECTER OF ALEXANDER WOLF. 
Gatdanov. (E. ?. Dutton, 223 pes. $2.75.) 
The best thing in this Russian emigré's 

novel of Paris in the ‘30s is the arresting 
first chapter which begins in Russia during 
the Revolution. In a scene obviously in- 
spired by Poe (see page 14) the author- 
narrator recallis*a torrid summer night at 
a lonely spot on the steppes of South Rus- 
sia. As a boy of 16, he shoots a man and 
leaves him for dead. Many years later in 
Paris he stumbles across a new book of 
stories, one of which could only have been 
written by the murdered man. From this 
promising start the novel falters, loses 
momentum and direction. as the paths of 
the characters again cross. 

The novel degenerates into a series of 
coincidences, irrelevant episodes, and 
poorly motivated actions. The characters 
never really come to life, and the whole 
structure is clumsily fabricated. The chief 
apnoyance lies in the author's effort to 
add a Bohemian romance to the originally 
conceived psychological thriller. Had Mr. 
Gazdanov followed Poe farther, heeding 
his dicta on length and unity of effect, he 
might have produced an excellent short 
story instead of a disjointed novel.

CHICAGO, May 12 (AP)—The 
Southern Baptist convention will 
close its ninety-third assembly to- 
night with an evangelistic rally at 
Chicago Stadium. About 25,000 
persons are expected to jam the 
West Side arena.

On Jan. 5 of this year, the 
President sent Hastie’s name to 
the Senate again along with a 
number of other judicial appoint- 
ments. 

With only two or three excep- 
tions, those other appointments 
have been acted upon. Until re- 
cently, no hearing had been held 
on the Hastie appointment. Offi- 
cials of the Judiciary Committee 
say that a hearing was held more 
than a month ago but it was so 
carefully kept secret that Hastie 
himself did not know of it. 


Meanwhile there is no indica- 
tion of further action on the nom- 
ination. It is gathering dust in 
the files of the committee of 
which Senator Pat McCarran is 
the chairman. 


All nominees for judgeships are 
investigated by the FBI before 
they are put in nomination. More- 
over, Hastie had been a federal 
district judge in the Virgin

As 
Senator William Knowland of 
California pointed out, of the 
289 federal judges named from 
1933 to 1950 there were 272

The excessive cost of ground in 
the slum and blighted areas has 
always been a major stumbling 
block in previous attemtps at re- 
development. The land has, in 
effect, been off the market. The 
improvements—and what an iron- 
ical term this can be—have been 
sadly neglected. It has been 
many decades since any residen- 
tial construction has taken place 
in such areas. 


We had reached a true impasse: 
Ground too expensive to permit 
new construction and occupied by 
an ill assortment of obsolete, 
overcrowded dwellings which the 
owners could not or would not 
maintain.

Our Baseball Horizon. 
ROWNIE fans probably were 
B pleased with the news that 
the DeWitt brothers had 
turned down two definite offers 
for their controlling share in the 
St. Louis American League ball 
club. Charley, making a state- 
ment in New York, said he and 
Bill: were not interested in the 
“kind of money they offered,” 
and that the club was not for 
sale to “anybody who wants to 
move it away from St. Louis.” 

There’s some encouragement 
there for those who want St. 
Louis to keep the Browns. And 
everybody, except those with 
selfish interests, should want to 
keep the Browns here. The only 
persons who could profit by the 
departure of the Browns, as far 
as we can see, are the owners 
of the Cardinals. 

Back in 1941, just before 
Pearl Harbor, the machinery 
was ready and oiled for the 
transfer of the Browns to Los 
Angeles. Part of the deal was 
a promised payment of about 
$250,000 by the Cardinals,“who 
figured exclusive major league 
rights here would be worth that 
much. It may have been good 
personal business, for the late 
Sam Breadon. But it was re- 
sented by many persons, who 
felt that the value of a second 
major league franchise to the 
city should have been of more 
importance to any broad-mind- 
ed citizen than any profits that 
might accrue to any individual 
or group by reason of St. Louis 
betoming a one-league city. 

Cities can thrive and have 
prospered with only one big 
league ball club. Cleveland, De- 
troit and Washington in the 
American League, Brooklyn, 
Pittsburgh and Cincinnati “in 
the National, don’t have an an- 
nual municipal mourning day 
to lament the fact that only 
one club represents each of 
those population centers. But 
the departure of the Browns, 
we believe, would be a loss, in 
prestige and in the business 
picture. 

Question Is: How Long 
Can De Witts Hold Out? 
's PHILE the DeWitts make the 
Worave statement that the 
club is not for sale, they 
have been quoted since acquir- 
ing the Browns as saying that 
they wouldn’t ever sell the club 
unless circumstances forced 
them to dispose of their inter- 
ests. In other words, if after a 
fair try of four or five years, 
the Browns continued as a los- 
ing proposition, there might be 
compelling circumstances. 

You have to sympathize with 
the DeWitts. Ownership of the 
Browns fulfilled a life-long am- 
bition. But the prospect of 
keeping the Browns here might 
be brighter if Bill and Chariey 
didn’t have such an acute prob- 
lem, or if there were owners 
who through perhaps a five-year 
period, could brush off small 
crowds and small income. Own- 
ers, in other words, who could 

keep a Stephens, a Kinder, 

Dillinger and. a Priddy until in 
the normal course of improved 
personnel, better players for 
those positions were available. 
But, operating as the DeWitts 
are forced to operate, the sales. 
of those players—better players 
than the club now has—were 
necessary for economic reasons. 

Certainly, there ought to be 
potential purchasers of the 
club. if ever the DeWitts are 
forced to surrender, right here 
in St. Louis, men who would 
enjoy being major league mag- 
nates without moving to some 
other city. Charley said in New 
York that he had interested 
persons who would buy the club 
in five minutes by telephone. 
That’s an ominous note. Let's 
hope those phone calls would 
be made to somebody in St. 
Louis. 

Two Club City, but 

Both Have to Be Good. 

T. LOUIS, most of us believe, 
S would support two major 

league clubs, if both were 
contenders. Even in a one-club 
town, attendance drops when a 
club is not a contender. And 
the drop with poor performance 
naturally would be sharper in 
St. Louis and Cincinnati which 
are in the less-heavily popu- 
lated areas. 

There's one thing St. Louis 
baseball fans would like Fred 
Saigh to keep in mind. The 
Browns were here when he 
bought the Cardinals. The base- 
ball fans here were not brought 
up on baseball for his or any 
other individual's special bene- 


it. 

It might be easy for owners 
of the Cardinals to reason that 
if the Browns improved and 
began to.draw larger crowds at 
the gate, Cardinal attendance 
would decrease. That probably 
would happen if the Browns 
became contenders and the Car- 
dinals slumped to a low spot in 
the second division. But the 
solution, in the best interests 
of the city, would not be to get 
the Browns out of the city. The 
solution is to keep the Cardi- 
nals up there, too.

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The New Films

Jean Negulesco and Screenwriter-Producer Nunnally John- 
son have fashioned an immensely moving document out of 
Agnes Newton Keith’s autobiographical story, “THREE CAME 
HOME,” about life in a Japanese prison camp 
in Borneo during the last war. It is showing 

at the ST. LOUIS. 

The story of how Mrs. Keith, an American, 
was separated from her husband, a British 
colonial official, for four years, and with her 
son in a women’s camp endured degradation, 
brutality, illness and plain suffocating bore- 

dom until the family was reunited after the war, naturally 
has its heavily emotional and horrifying sequences. Those 
concerned have wisely approached it with restraint, so what 
emerges is extremely effective without being too overpower- 
ing. They had to stop short, of course, of details of stark 
realism, that would have made the story too harrowing or 
revolting. As it is, we are shown Mrs. Keith the victim of an 
attempted rape by a Japanese soldier and beaten and tortured 
because she insisted on reporting it; and, in one of the most 
shocking sequences ever filmed, the slaughter of Australian 
soldier prisoners by the guards because they tried to climb a 
fence to be with the women prisoners. 


The film keeps a reasonable factual balance, and never 
descends into diatribe. Rather than an unadulterated lot of 
villains, the Jap guards are shown chiefly as amiable, loutish 
peasants, indulging matter of factly in minor brutality, such 
as breaking up demonstrations by beating the women with 
bunches of switches, when ordered to. The Japanese Colonel 
in charge of all camps in Borneo is portrayed quite sympa- 
thetically, with a fine performance by Sessue Hayakawa, the 
old silent film star. Probably too sympathetically. 


Claudette Colbert and Patric Knowles are both quite con- 
vincing as Mr. and Mrs. Keith. It is of course not possible 
for Hollywood actresses living normal lives to loo. as scrawny 
or emaciated as victims of constant dysentery and other dis- 
eases of filth and poor diet must have been, but they make a 
reasonable approach to it.

Romances wilt, people 
snap at each other or stare into space, and 
an old man, parched for want of the juice of 
life, takes to his bed to die. Then nothing 
less than an intercession of the gods takes 
place when a ship bearing 50,000 cases of 
Scotch is shipwrecked on the island’s rocks. 
The islanders, waiting devoutly until midnight closes the Sab- 
bath, swarm out to the hulk, risking their lives for the precious 
booty, and adroitly foiling a duty-struck Home Guard captain 
who conceives it as his mission to prevent the thievery and 
let the whisky go down with the ship. In the midst of uni- 
versal wassail, everybody revives wonderfully, two romances 
are brought to bud, a docile young man defies his nagging 
mother, and the crafty islanders, using Heme Guard tactics 
the Captain taught them, make a fool of the puritan and the 
revenuers he persuades to raid the island. And to make this 
avery moral story indeed, the narrator tells us at the end 
that they finally ran out of whisky and everybody lived un- 
happily ever after. 

This is a delightful example of dry British humor, with 
sly pokes at blue-noses, excellent characterization, and droll 
imagination. It is: both refreshjng and funny in the sort of 
way that brings continual appreciative chuckles. It is also, 
incidentally, a wonderful advertisement for Scotch whisky. It 
merits a toast in that beverage to the canny Scots who fash- 
ioned it 


The Gallic Approach to Sex 


We would be inclined to. say that a picture like “GIGI,” 
at the WORLD, reopening with foreign films, could never be 
made in Hollywood, except that Hollywood did do a fairly 
frank version of “February Hill,” which has the same theme 

as the French “Gigi,” in a lower type of 
atmosphere. 

However, the French entry has a gayly 
satirical approach, a witty tolerance of the

N Wednesday at Lake Success 
() tne Human Rights Commis- 

sion awakened to the fact that 
we had only a brief few days left 
in which to work. So, it was de- 
cided to sit every day until 6:30 
p.m. and to work Saturday. I 
suppose I ought to be grateful 
that we haven't spent more Satur- 
days in town, but this. is such a 
wonderful time in the country I 
can hardly bear the thought of 
having to be here all day on Sat- 
urday and only getting home in 
time for dinner. 


Nevertheless, it is essential that 
we finish this first covenant and 
send it to the Economic and So- 
cial Council. Even this first pre- 
liminary step may he looked upon 
coldly by the Economic and Social 
Council. We probably will be 
told that they haven’t time to fin- 
ish our work and that will mean 
another year before the various 
countries are confronted with the 
obligation of ratifying a first 
covenant. 


IT IS always interesting to me 
when I find differences arising 
out of the meanings which people 
place on words in different lan- 
guages. For instance, Wednesday, 
a resolution that we voted of had 
been prefaced with the word “con- 
vinced.” There was no doubt that 
most of us were convinced” and 
that we needed to pass this resolu- 
tion and to say what our plan of 
work for the future was to be.

All in all, we spent the whole 
day on this resolution, which had 
already been discussed Tuesday 
for a considerable length of time. 
As I look back upon it, I cannot 
help wondering whether the work 
would not have been done in any 
cas¢é, since it is quite clear from 
the record what we should do in 
our next session.

N the desk in his hotel room, 
QO there are four brightly col- 
ored rubber balls: “I juggle 
them, see, like this’”—and Aldous 
Huxley picked up the yellow one 
and the blue one and performed 
—‘“Ooops! Almost missed it.... 
No, juggling has never been my 
profession or my hobby—it is an 
exercise for my eyes. Re-trains 
the functions of the eye’s muscles. 
. . and the basic premise is— 
ooop—ahhh—I have it! The basic 
premise is ... to combine activity 
. with relaxation. . . . There! 


“Here is a valuable secret: 
When you listen only, you let the 
sounds come to you—but when 
you look, you stare and squint to 
see, That is so wrong... . 


“T am convinced that a relaxed 
activity is the very secret of 
life—but of course, it is easier 
said than done. Rarely do I 
take a complete holiday—my 
health fails me when I stop work- 
ing. Holidays are healthy only to 
those who hate their work... .” 


Huxley, six-foot-four man of 
many talents, once wrote and 
read only in Braille. The author 
of essays, poems, plays, headlines 
and commercial advertisements, 
he is in New York working on a 
play to be called “The Gioconda 
Smile.” The play is adapted from 
a movie called “A Woman's 
Vengeance’’—a title he considers 
“appalling.” The movie was 
adapted from a short story he 
wrote in 1922: “Strange that this 
particular plot should have en- 
joyed such a long life—it is my 
only murder!”

UT of Eton at 17, young Hux- 
QO ley's eyes failed him when he 

tried to follow his older 
brother, Julian, into medical re- 
search. To relax his eyes, he 
wrote poetry and sold his first 
poem to his father’s magazine: 

“What was it about? Love, I 
should imagine—most poetry is, 
you know... .” 

Shortly after that, he com- 
pletely lost his vision and began 
writing in Braille—he could even 
reafi music in Braille. By touch- 


typing, he wrote his first novel 
before he was 18: 

“By the time I recovered my 
sight, I had misplaced my manu- 
script, and have never found it. 
Rather unfortunate—I have al- 
ways been curious to read my 
first novel. ...” 


Huxley has lived and worked 
in Italy, near and sometimes with 
his friend, D. H. Lawrence: “In 
that man, there was an intense 
force of nature, disguised as a 
human being! 


“He would never correct a 
manuscript—he would simply ig- 
nore it, and rewrite the whole 
book! I could never be like that. 
I am more a man of second- 
thoughts, careful revision — it 
pains me deeply to burn 25,000 
words in a chunk. I've done it, 
thdugh. .. .”

HE biggest. ‘‘chunk” of writing 
T he ever saw was in Hollywood 

—to which he has often de- 
scended from his 6000-foot moun- 
tain home. Irving Thalberg asked 
him to write the screen-play of 
“Pride and Prejudice,” and Hux- 
ley agreed, even though he was 
warned, “You won't be the first 
writer who has worked on this!” 

“Before I began writing,” Hux- 
ley remembers, “Thalberg sent 
over the work of my predecessors. 
Why, it stood this high . ~ up 
to my shoulder! More than five 
feet of stacked, typewritten paper, 
the long, hard work of more than 
20 writers... . Then it was that 
I felt for the first time, the lav- 
ishness of Hollywood!” 


Among the tasks to which he 
has turned his talents, was ad- 
vertising copywriting for “Vogue” 
and “Vanity Fair”; 

“Advertising is one of the most 
influential forms of writing—and

This “made to order” hand has 
an excellent point which, unfor- 
tunately, almost every West play- 
er overlooked. North-South are 
supposed to reach game at no- 
trump, with South as declarer, 
and this is an easy enough bid- 
ding assignment, particularly if 
South starts with one no-trump. 

Many of the East-West pairs 
lost their “par” because West re- 
fused to make his normal opening 
of fourth-highest spade, but even 
when this lead was selected, the 
follow-up play left much to be 
desired! 

In some cases, East unaccount- 
ably played the spade queen in- 
stead of the ace, thus wrecking 
the defense then and there; but 
even when East played properly, 
putting up the ace and returning 
the spade queen, almost all of the 
West players “missed the point.” 
Waiting for another lead from 
East, they let East hold the spade 
queen—and after that, of course, 
the de’ense blew up. 

Assuming that the preliminary 
plays are correct—the opening 
spade lead, the ace-play by East, 
and the spade queen return—the 
“point” of the deal is for West to 
make the defensive safety play of 
overtaking his partner’s spade 
queen with the king, in order to 
lead a third round of the suit and 
thus surely establish two long 
spades in the West hand before 
the diamond ace is knocked out. 
Against this logically marked de- 
fense, the declarer is helpless.

Career of Toscanini the Tempestuous 


Maestro's Life a Complex Story of 
Great Successes and Stormy Scenes 


Evoked by Demands for Perfection

T the age of 83 Arturo Toscanini is, by general consent, the 


world’s greatest conductor. 


The public says so, the rank-and- 


A musicians say so, the critics say so and even the conductors 
will admit it, though with varying degrees of enthusiasm. 
Up to 15 years ago Toscanini’s reputation, though unique and 


formidable, was confined largely to the realm of music. 


Since 


then he has become a great name with the general public. Radio, 
television and the development of pictorial journalism have en- 
hanced and extended his fame to such an extent that many persons 
who wouldn’t know a symphony from a stethoscope are now vaguely 
aware of Toscanini as a man of peculiar and demoniac power. 


Many St. Louisans will get their 
first look at Toscanini in the flesh 
next Monday night when—as a 
part of his transcontinental tour 
~—he will conduct the N.B.C. Or- 
chestra at the Fox Theater. If he 
follows his usual practice he will 
enter, take his bow and get down 
to business as inconspicuously as 
possible. It is never very incon- 
spicuous. People who come to 
hear Toscanini want to see him, 
too. and his appearance, in any 
case, makes him stand out from 
anv background. 

Toscanini is small, spare, bald- 
ish. white-haired and somewhat 
dapper. But the deep-set pierc- 
ing eyes and the general cut of 
his features give him a faintly 
diabolical look and his habit of 
command. however he may strive 
to conceal it. is evident in every 
movement. That’s the way he is 
now and that. from all accounts 
is the way he’s always been. 

Toscanini’s career as a conduc- 
tor started at Rio de Janeiro in 
1886 when he conducted, without 
preparation, a performance of 
Verdi’s opera “Aida.” Up to that 
time he had been a member of the 
orchestra’s cello. section, and 
though only 19 years old had al- 
ready impressed his colleagues 
with his musicianship, his wide 
knowledge of the operatic litera- 
ture and his unusual memory. So 


when the regular conductor quit, 


in a huff and the temperamental 
audience howled down the substi- 
tute conductor, the orchestral mu- 
sicians virtually pushed Toscanini 
onto the podium. 

His electrifying success is one 
of the fabulous tales of musical 
history and it has been told many 
times and with many embellish- 
ments. One significant detail, 
however, is always omitted. Why 
did the audience permit Toscanini 
—a boyish unknown—to take over 
when it had already rejected a 
man who was known to be compe- 
tent? The only plausible explana- 
tion is that he had an unchal- 
lengeable look of authority. In 
any case, his performance estab- 
lished his authority and he went 
on to conduct other operas in Rio 
with equal success. When he re- 
turned to his native Parma, in 
Italy, some part of his fame had 
preceded him. e 

x* * ® 

N the surface the remainder 
() of Toscanini’s long career has 

been nothing but a success 
story. He went to Italy’s most 
famous opera house—La Scala — 
first as a conductor of concerts 
and later as the most brilliant 
member of the operatic staff: He 
conducted at New York's Metro- 
politan Opera from 1908 to 1915. 
He was made artistic director at 
La Scala in 1919. He conducted 
the New York Philharmonic Or- 
chestra from 1926 to 1936. He 
returned to New York in 1937 to 
become director of the hand. 
picked N.B.C. Orchestra and has 
conducted part of the NBC. 
broadcast ever since. 

These are mere highlights. Tn 
between is a record Of activities 
that have taken him to every im- 
portant musical center in the 
world. And woven into the record 
is the more complex story of a 
demanding will that would never 
settle for anything but the best. 
This spirit of “no compromise” 
has made trouble everywhere. 
Toscanini abandoned a produc- 
tion of Bellini’s “Norma” at La 
Scala the night before it was to be 
performed because he didn’t think 
it was ready. He left an audience 
waiting at an Italian provincial 
town and went home to bed—he 
hadn’t been allowed a sufficient 
number of rehearsals. He left the 
Metropolitan Opera because he 
wasn’t allowed to prepare his per- 
formances with the thoroughness 
he deemed essential. He broke a 
fiddle over a musician’s head 
when the man couldn't produce 
the right shade of expression. On 
a number of occasions he has left 
the platform in a cold fury and 
barricaded himself in his dress- 
ing room because of some slight 
imperfection—unnoticed by oth- 
ers—in the performance. After 
more than 40 rehearsals of “Die 
Meistersinger” in Salzburg he 
fired the star baritone because the 
poor man’s voice was beginning to 
get hoarse. 

The list of these temperamental 
explosions could be continued in- 
definitely and to the outsider they 
indicate a t egotism. 
Certainly they are not the usual 


characteristics of a modest na- 
ture. Yet those who know him 
best still insist that Toscanini is 
really modest and gentle as a man, 
and that his arbitrary dealings 
with impresarios and his vitriolic 
abuse of his orchestral players 
merely reflect his belief that the 
best music demands a high cost 
and that no cost is too high. This 
opinion has often been expressed 
by musicians who themselves were 
victims of “the Old Man’s” wrath. 
And sometim:s the victim puts a 
humorous gloss on his own partic- 
ular story. 

One of these concerns a player 
who was dismissed from a re- 
hearsal. As he was leaving he 
turned toward the podium and 
shouted: “Nuts to you, Mr. Tos- 
canini.” Whereupon the Maestro 
shouted back: “Too late for apol- 


ogies.”” 
T last a musician, his life has 
had a definite political phase. 
During the short period between 
the end of the first World War 
and Fascist March on Rome, Tos- 
canini was a candidate for the 
Italian Senate on the same party 
ticket with Mussolini. At that 
time, however, Mussolini was 
known as a Socialist which, in 
effect, was about the same thing 
as a middle-of-the-road liberal. 
The ticket was defeated, Tos- 
canini never tried for office again 
and Mussolini turned Fascist. 

Toscanini, as it happens, was 
never taken in by the glowing 
promises of Italy’s New Order. 
Fram his father, a tailor and a 
follower of Garibaldi, he inher- 
ited a passion for freedom and 
was always a convinced democrat 
in the world of affairs even 
though he practiced an unlimited 
dictatorship in the concert hall 
and opera house. But though con- 
temptuous of the turncoat Mus- 
solini, he never came into open 
conflict with the latter’s hench- 
men until he refused to play the 
Fascist anthem “Giovenezza.” 

On the occasion of a second re- 
fusal a Fascist thug, one Mario 
Ghinelli, attacked the Maestro in 
the streets of Bologna and in- 
fifcted a ‘slight injury to one of 
his arms. At the time it was 
feared that Toscanini might be 
imprisoned or, at least, be thrown 
out of Italy. Mussolini, however, 


* * * 
HOUGH Toscanini is first and 


-was clever enough to know that 


any further humiliation to the 
world’s greatest conductor would 
only blacken his own reputation. 
He tried persuasion. Toscanini 
was invited to visit the Duce and 
talk things over. 

What took place at that historic 
interview has never been official- 
ly revealed. Sources close to Tos- 
canini reported that the Maestro 
stood with arms folded during 
the whole conversation and said 


nothing. The Duce appealed to 


his patriotism, to his ambition, to 


his love of Italian art: and still 


Toscanini said nothing. Finally 


he turned to Mussolini and asked: 


“Is that all?” and walked out of 
the room. 

Subsequently — in 1930 and 
1931—Toscanini conducted at the 
world famous Wagnerian Festival 
of Bayreuth in Germany. This 
was the fulfilment of an ambi- 
tion that the famous Italian had 
nurtured ever since he had first 
puzzled qver a score of “Tann- 
hauser” during his conservatory 
days at Parma. It was also a 
triumph for the Bayreuth man- 
agement, headed by Richard 
Wagner’s son, the ill-named Sieg- 
fried, since Toscanini’s interpre- 
tations of the Wagner operas had 
made history both in Italy and 
the United States. 

Historical developments ended 
Toscanini’s connection with Bay- 
reuth after two seasons. When 
Hitler came in Toscanini went 
out; and he transferred his al- 
legiance to the Mozart Festival 
at Salzburg in Austria. The Nazi 
invasion of Austria put an end 
to that. A few German musicians 
protested.. Wilhelm Furtwaengler, 
the celebrated German conductor, 
made a personal appeal to Tos- 
canini. “We are artists,” he said 
in effect, “and shouldn’t be in- 
fluenced by politics. As you 
know, Maestro, I am a German 
but I’m not a Nazi.” 

“What?” asked Toscanini. “Not 
even a Nazi.” 

He quit Salzburg and took up 
his residence in the United States. 
During the war he conducted a

special broadcast featuring Verdi's 
“Hymn of the Nations” and in- 
serted into the text the words 
“Italy betrayed.” Most of the 
audience were close enough to see 
the tears rolling down his cheeks; 
his only hope, he said, was that 
the Italian people were listening 
in. When Italy surrendered he 
hailed it as a deliverance from a 
traditional enemy, the Germans. 
And when he was informed by a 
reporter that Mario Ghinelli, the 
man who assaulted him in Bo- 
logna, had been placed under ar- 
rest he made one of his few 
public statements. 

“Tl had already ‘forgotten the 
name of the man who offended 
me so slightly,” he said. “But I 
cannot forget the name of the de- 
generate King of Italy who has 
betrayed my country, who was 
the accomplice and supporter of 
the Fascists in all their crimes 
against civil liberties and who is 
one of the major ones responsible 
for this bloody war and the ruin 
and misery of the Italian people. 
I am astonished and disgusted 
that he and the Italian monarchy 
have found support and protec- 
tion by the Allies.” 

It was not until King Victor 


Emanuel had abdicated and left 


Italy that Toscanini consented to 
return to his native land and 


conduct at La Scala. He was 


ceived like a public hero. 
The essence of Toscanini’s 


genius has never been explained ze 


Or described; nor can it be. Even 


the experts content themselves ERE 


with describing a few of its mani- 
festations. Leopold Stokowski 
said that “something happened” 
between the bar lines when Tos- 
canini was conducting that was 
inexplicably magical. Otto Klem- 
perer, another conductor famous 
in his own right, said that Tos- 
canini was the kind of artistic 
phenomenon that could occur only, 
once in a thousand years. But one 
phase of his equipment—his ex- 
traordinary memory — can be 
understood and naturally enough 
is the subject of repeated discus- 
sion with numberless illustrations 
of how it works.

OSCANINI never uses a score 
during either a performance 
or rehearsal. Some idea of how 

much a load his memory is called 
upon to bear is gained by exam- 
ining the list of operas and or- 
chestral works he has mastered. 
It embraces, in fact, the whole 
standard repertory, including 
hundreds of compositions now 
discarded. And though his reper- 
tory is now largely conventional 
he has in the course of his career 
prepared and conducted the pre- 
miere performances of many 
works (then new) in both the sym- 
phonic and operatic category in- 
cluding Puccini's “La Boheme” 
and “Girl of the Golden West,” 
Leoncavallo’s “Pagliacci” and the 


so because his vision was weak. 
t is true that he can read a man-

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earlier edition, the one from 
which he had memorized the 
music originally. The passage in 
question was written staccato. He 
memorizes as a matter of course, 
every note, every expression 
mark, every feature of every 
score he directs. Moreover, he 
can take a new score on Friday 
evening and have it ready for a 
Monday morning rehearsal. 
Toscanini sometimes gives 
startling demonstrations of his 
memory in fields outside of music. 
When the N.B.C. Orchestra ar- 
rived recently at Baltimore in the 
course of the present tour, the 
wife of city’s mayor presented 
Toscanini with a basket of flow- 
ers. “We have met before,” she 
reminded him. “Yes, I remem- 
ber,” he answered. “It was 30 
years ago when I came here with 
the La Scala orchestra. You were 
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me some 
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oscanini 
the contents of every book he has 
ever read, afd once in discussing 
a certain book said: “That's a very 
good thing the author says on 
Page 67.” 

On a par with his colossal mem- 
ory is Toscanini’s peculiarly sen- 
sitive ear. Musicians who have 
played with him swear that if one 
man in the string section is play- 
ing as much as a sixteenth-tone off 
pitch Toscanini can spot him 
with the orchestra going full blast. 
This is perhaps an exaggeration; 
but most of his men evidently be- 
lieve it. They believe that “the 
Old Man” not only knows what 
everybody is doing but what it’s 
possible for him to do. And he 
will never accept anything less. 

Despite the remarkable results 


he gets from an orchestra in the 
way of tone luster, brilliance, 
rhythmic drive, precision and 
transparency—and all within the 
composer's directions — Toscanini 
is not intellectually complicated. 
He never goes into long analyses 
of the music. He guides his play- 
ers by instinct and temperamental 
ardor, If his stick and his left 
hand do not convey what he feels 
he sings the phrase, makes faces 
or goes into pantomime. Feeling 
the music so strongly, he manages 
in one way or another to convey 
the same feeling and with exacti- 
tude to his orchestra. 
* * * 

N the personal side Toscanini 
OF equally uncomplicated. In 

his earlier years he got a 
great deal of pleasure from social 
life among congenial souls and 
liked to pay occasional visits to 
night clubs. Now he lives quietly 
at his home in Riverdale, a sub- 
urb of New York City. His wife 
Carla, a ballerina in her youth, 
keeps him pretty well insulated 
from the details of housekeeping, 
cuts his hair, packs his clothes 
and calms his emotional tempests. 
He has two daughters, the 
Countess Caltelbarco, who is now 
in the United States, and Mrs. 
Viadimir Horowitz, wife of the 
famous pianist, and one son, 
Walter, who acts as his father’s 
personal manager. 

Toscanini was a zealous radio 
fan and is now equally fond of 
television. He particularly likes 
prize fights and often enters into 
the action so vigorously that he 
has to change his clothes when 
the bout is over. Toscanini has 
always liked the society of pretty 
women. David Ewen, one of his 
numerous biographers, quotes 
him on the subject: “I smoked 
my first cigarette and kissed a 
woman for the first time on the 
same day. Since ther I’ve had no 
time for tobacco.”

wild cards, but I didn’t know they 
were going out right away. 

In all competition you have to 
credit your opponents with their 
full share of intelligence and luck. 
(And isn’t one as potent as the 
other? ) Imagine yourself in the

He had just drawn the three. 
His side had, among other melds, 
queens—six of them, natural, un- 
marred by a wild card, just wait- 
ing for a seventh queen to make 
them a natural canasta worth 500 
points. 

The meld of queens had just 
been built up to six cards at his 
partner’s last turn. 

Obviously, the player with the 
hand shown could toss his deuce 
on the six queens and make a 
mixed canasta, scoring 300. Or 
he could wait and hope that 
either he or his partner would 
draw another queen and be able 
to make the 500-point bonanza of 
a natural canasta. 


The pack wasn’t frozen, but 
that didn’t matter one way or the 
other. An opponent doesn’t throw 
you a card that you can pick up 
and make a natural canasta. 


So what should he do? The be- 
ginner would have no problem at 
all. He'd make that canasta, and 
fast. And the beginner would be 
absolutely right. 


Don’t wait just for the differ- 
ence between a natural and a 
mixed canasta. It isn't worth it. 
Wait when you need your wild 
card, rather than use it to make 
the mixed canasta; but in this 
case that didn’t enter. The hand 
shown consists all of pairs. It 
can take the pack only if a king, 
jack or nine is thrown—with or 
without a wild card, it doesn't 
matter. So the wild card can best 
be used to complete a canasta and 
make those 300 points sure, be- 
fore it’s too late.

Sunday Night 


By Edith M- Barber 


OR Sunday night supper, 
nothing is more popular than 
a hearty salad which can serve 
as a main course. One of its ad- 
vantages is that we can always 
ask guests to stay for this pleas- 
ant informal meal and easily 
stretch the original recipe we had 
aoe to use so that there will 
plenty for all. 


You have probably formed the 


‘ 
H nak? of always having a stock 


of fresh greens all washed and 
crisping in the hydrator of the 
refrigerator. There are so many 


greens in the market at the 


moment, at least in larger cities, 
that we can have _ contrasting 
colors, texture and flavor. In 
every place you will find ice- 
berg lettuce which, although it 
does not have so distinctive a 
flavor as other salad greens, has 
the great advantage of keeping 
crisp and for so long. The spring 


‘| crops of radishes and scallions are 


becoming more plentiful. and 
therefore cheaper. The quality of 
tomatoes is improving, and there 
are always sweet, tender carrots 
which California and Texas 
furnish so liberally. 

To add heartiness, you may use 


} fine strips of the Sunday roast 
‘or chicken and have what is 
known as a chef's salad or we 


can open a can of tuna fish. 


Sliced hard-cooked eggs make an} 


attractive garnish or you may use 
stuffed eggs on the side. Instead, 
tiny balls of cream cheese _ 
be rolled in chopped nuts and can 
go right into the salad itself. If 
you like a little sweet touch when 
you use cream cheese, seedless 
raisins plumped by rinsing with 
hot water are a good choice. 

The choice of salad dressing 
is a matter of taste. A French 
or sour cream dressing goes well 
with almost any type of salad in 
which greens and vegetables are 
the main items. If meat or fish 
is used, you may prefer a may- 
onnaise or a Russian or Thousand 
Island dressing. The two latter 
have very much the same flavor, 
but there are a few differences. 
Our appreciation of salad is often 
enhanced by the way it is served. 
A large wooden bowl with smaller 
bowls of the same material is 
attractive. I prefer the bowls 
which have been treated in such 
a fashion that they will not absorb 
the dressing. I do not belong to 
the school which believes that a 
salad bowl should never be 
washed! I find that the oil which 
remains will sometimes give an 
unpleasant slightly rancid flavor 
to the salad the next time the 
bowls are used. Heated loaf 
bread, freshly baked rolls or muf- 
fins or hot crisp toast are always 
acceptable with a salad on a Sun- 
With the mixes and 
the almost ready-to-use rolls now 
available, they take little time to 


| prepare and bake.
